“ This is one of the finest examples 
we have where a community has 
worked to preserve a natural area,” 
Robert Teaters said Wednesday when 
he accepted a $3,000 check for con­ 
struction of a waterfowl observation 
blind at Stage's Pond. 
The check was presented to Teaters, 
director of the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources, by Pauline Savey 
and Miriam Weaver of Pickaway 
Garden Club and Joan Morrison, 
Columbus Regional Council president. 
It was the balance of the Save 
Stage’s Pond campaign fund initiated 
by the Pickaway Garden Club. Funds 
came from all over the state in the 
effort to raise money to purchase the 
natural pond gouged out thousands of 
years ago by the Great Glacier. 
Because of the efforts of the 
Pickaway Garden Club, the com­ 
munity and other interested persons 
around the state, 178 acres have now 
been acquired for $126,000 of com­ 
munity, state and federal matching 
funds. 
The initial goal of the garden club 
was $20,000 to purchase the pond for a 
natural preserve. 
Dick Mosher, director of the division 


of natural preserves of ODNR, said 
when the state was first approached 
about purchasing the land, officials 
were not too interested. 
But when the Save Stage’s Pond 
Drive was begun, officials in ODNR 
saw they would be able to obtain 
$80,000 worth of real 
estate for an 
investment of only $20,000 of state 
money they began to take a serious 
look at the project. 
The groundwork for the campaign 
by the garden club was laid by Mrs. 
Savey and Miriam Barnhart. Miriam 
Weaver was then named chairman of 
the drive for the garden club and they 
went state-wide in the effort to raise 
the money. The drive was so suc­ 
cessful they were able not only to 
purchase the original tract containing 
the pond but also were able to add 
some wooded acreage to the preserve. 
“ It is so natural anymore for a 
community to look to government to do 
these things,” Teaters said. In com­ 
mending the local garden club and the 
regional council “ It is encouraging to 
us to see that people of all ages are as 
interested in preserving their natural 
heritage as they are in preserving 
their cultural heritage.”

the industry but not in the final bone 
scraping manner being urged by the 
Agriculture Deprtment for processed 
meat products. 
The department’s plan would allow 
processors to include up to one pound 
of bone chips in every IOO pounds of 
meat to make such things as pork 
sausage, canned beef stew and frozen 
pizza. 
Officials say the technique could add 
nearly one billion pounds of meat a 
year to the U.S. food supply, about five 
pounds per American. 
The department, explaining the new 
approach, said, “ Under traditional 
hand deboning methods, loss of meat 
typically occurs when packing house 
employees attempt to cut the meat 
from neck bones, ribs and backbones. 
Mechanical deboning machines can 
strip such bones clean of all meat that 
otherwise would not be gotten by hand 
deboning.” 
In the process, however, the 
department said that “ a small amount 
of very finely ground bone” would be 
left 
in the 
meat. 
The 
proposed 
regulations would allow up to one per 
cent “ calcium content” in mechani­ 
cally deboned meat for processing. 
The plan was criticized by Rodney 
E. Leonard, director of the private 
Community Nutrition Institute, who 
said “there are no microbiological 
standards” in the proposal and that 
there is a greater threat of bacterial 
contamination when such scrapings 
are processed into food. 
Leonard is a former USDA executive 
who during the 1960s was head of a 
consumer and marketing agency 
which included federal meat in­ 
spection. 
Officials said they recognize the 
issue is controversial and therefore 
will hold “ consumer briefings” on the 
proposal, which will be opened for 
public comment at least through Au­ 
gust 25. 
The first briefing will be at the 
department’s headquarters on May 26. 
Others will be in Sacramento, Calif., 
June ll; New York, June 23; and Chi­ 
cago, July 8.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. Gen. 
Edward H. Levi is moving toward a 
lonely decision that could make school 
busing a major issue in yet another na­ 
tional political campaign. 
But Levi’s decision will have no 
immediate impact on court orders 
imposing busing in Boston and other 
cities. Ifs doubtful that the course 
Levi is considering could actually lead 
to any changes in local school districts 
until next year — after the 1976 elec­ 
tions. 
White House and Justice De­ 
partment officials insisted Wednesday 
that Levi alone will decide whether to 
use the Boston school case as a vehicle 
for the federal government to seek new 
Supreme Court guidelines limiting the 
use of busing to integrate schools. His 
decision is expected this week. 
The debate has split the Ford ad­ 
ministration and the Justice Depart­ 
ment itself as various officials lined up 
on opposite sides. 
Transportation Secretary William T. 
Coleman, the only black Cabinet 
member and a former civil rights 
lawyer, discussed the matter with Levi 
privately. He declined comment on the 
discussion, but he has said he supports 
the Boston school busing order. 
The chairman of the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission, the League of 
Women 
Voters, a leader of the 
National Conference of Christians and 
Jews, and 500 delegates to the National 
Conference on Desegregation Without 
Turmoil all urged the department not 
to seek new busing guidelines, par­ 
ticularly in the Boston case.

It’s already a 
N ew Busing 
To Cut Across 
District Lines 
WILMINGTON, Del. (AP) - Some 
of the 23,000 students in Wilmington’s 
city and suburban school systems will 
be bused to classes beginning in 1977 
under a court-ordered desegregation 
plan that cuts across school district 
boundaries. 
It wasn’t known immediately how 
many of the pupils in the mostly black 
city system and the primarily white 
suburban districts will be affected by 
the order issued Wednesday by a panel 
of three federal court judges. 
Federal courts in at least two in­ 
stances have required busing across 
current school district lines to meet the 
1954 U.S. Supreme Court ruling ban­ 
ning separate-but-equal schools sys­ 
tems. 
Louisville, Ky., is operating under a 
court-ordered busing plan which cut 
across school district boundaries and 
led to the merger of city and county 
school system s. A court-ordered 
desegregation plan for Indianapolis 
has been stayed for an appeal. 
The Supreme Court ruled in 1974 in a 
case involving Detroit that cross- 
district busing is a valid tool for in­ 
tegration only when it has been proven 
that the suburban school districts also 
were intentionally and illegally 
segregated. In that case, the court 
found that only Detroit’s school system 
was illegally segregated. 
Other major desegregation plans, 
ordered for Boston, Denver and 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg County, N.C., 
do not cross government boundaries 
for integration. 
In the Wilmington case, the court’s 
order follows by more than a year a 
decision by the panel that the rights of 
city school students were violated 
through a variety of policies which 
fostered segregated city and suburban 
New Castle County schools. 
The most recent order affects 
Wilmington’s city schools, which are 
90 per cent black, and ll county school 
districts, 90 per cent white. 
The judges did not require a specific 
ratio of white to black students for the 
racial balance in the schools, but in­ 
dicated it would consider a range of IO 
per cent to 35 per cent black as 
evidence of desegregation. 
Though desegregation need not 
begin until the fall of 1977, the court 
said, a committee must be appointed 
now to work out specifics.

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m ajor issue in Kentucky, where 
President Ford faces a primary 
election on Tuesday. 
But department officials insist that 
Levi will not be swayed by partisan 
considerations. 
And Ford tried to brush off any hint 
that the timing of the move might be 
aimed at gaining antibusing support in 
upcoming primaries.

Whatever course I^evi takes may 
change votes, but it won’t change court 
orders imposing busing any time soon, 
if ever. 
If i/cvi proceeds with the plan he is 
considering, he would simply file a 
friend-of-the-court brief asking the 
Supreme Court to review the Boston 
busing order. 


Department motions are believed lo 
carry considerable weight with the 
justices, but there’s no guarantee that 
l^evi could persuade the court to take 
the case. 
And if the court should decide to hear 
the case, there's no guarantee that the 
justices could be persuaded to accept 
the Ford administration's proposals on 
how busing should be limited. 
Furthermore, a decision would be 
unlikely before next year. Until then, 
court-ordered busing would continue 
under present rules.

15-Year-Old Girl 
Has Face Rebuilt 


NEW YORK (AP) - Next time Ida 
Hays looks in a mirror, she won’t 
recognize herself. Her hair is gone, her 
eyes are a bit black and blue. But it’s 
likely Ida will scarcely notice or even 
care about the tem porary em­ 
barrassment. 


Her eyes will be more than an inch 
closer together than when she last saw 
her face; they’re the normal distance 
apart, 
rather 
than 
grotesquely 
separated. And her nose has been 
reshaped. 


Surgeons performed the facial feats 
Wednesday in an eight-hour operation, 
correcting 
the 
congenital 
disfigurement that had put the 15-year- 
old Ida’s eyes twice as far apart as 
normal—they looked to be at her ears. 
Her tragic facial appearance was 
compounded by too wide a nose and a 
protuding lower jaw. 
“ Everything went well. We have 
high hopes of good improvement,” 
said Dr. John Marquis Converse, head 
of a team of specialists at the Institute 
for Reconstructive Plastic Surgery 
who performed Ida’s operation at the 
New York University Hospital. 
“ It was the most complicated case 
we’ve ever had” of its type, and it 
marked the largest movement yet 
achieved in placing far-separated eyes 
closer together, he said. 
Ida wasn’t transformed into a great 
beauty, the plastic surgeon said, but 
her appearance should be greatly 
improved. 
Doctors say it will be about five days 
before Ida can take a look at the new 


Ida. She’s under intensive care at a 
hospital with only the tip of her nose 
and her mouth visible through the 
bandages. 
The surgery to redesign Ida’s face 
was indeed complicated. 
First, it involved removing the fore 
part of her skull, then reaching in to tilt 
her brain up and backward a bit to 
provide surgical working room behind 
her forehead. A drug, mannitol, helped 
make this possible by shrinking the 
brain temporarily. 
Then surgeons cut out a piece of bone 
in the center of her face, creating an 
empty space into which the orbits — 
the round openings in the skull that 
contain the eyes — could be pushed 
closer together after they had been cut 
free for movement. 
Moving the bone orbits inward left a 
space between them and Ida’s tem­ 
ples. So the surgeons took pieces of 
Ida’s hipbone to form wedges filling in 
those gaps. Her facial skeleton was 
whole again, but her eyes had moved 
toward one another. 
Her hometown of La Grande, Ore., 
population 11,000, raised money to help 
her 
once 
medical 
specialists 
established that she might benefit 
from reconstructive surgery. Con­ 
tributions amounted to $10,000. 
Ida’s father, Bill Hays, said the 
“experience could make a very special 
person out of her. She had to be in some 
torment in growing up, and her under­ 
standing can help her help other 
people. That’s the way she’s planned 
her education, so she can help han­ 
dicapped people.”

WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. (A P) - The 
Navajo Nation had $73.6 million in 
federal cash reserves 12 years ago. But 
America’s biggest Indian tribe is 
expected to have only $30 million left at 
the end of this fiscal year. 
Several Navajo legislators and a 
growing groundswell of reservation 
Navajos are asking what has happened 
to the tribe’s savings, compiled from 
such sources as mining and timber 
revenues and held in trust by the 
federal 
government. 
So 
are 
authorities, who are investigating 
reports of fiscal mismanagement. 
The Justice Department has been 
examining tribal affairs for nearly a 
year; grand juries have indicted three 
Navajos, two for embezzlement and 
one for theft, and the tribal council 
says it may ask the federal General 
Accounting Office to audit its books. 
So far, tribal chairman Peter 
MacDonald has declined to give a 
financial report to the estimated 
160,000 Navajos. MacDonald, who took 
office in 1971, said the tribe’s reserves 
have declined because more money is 
needed to provide services to a 
growing population. 
Population on the reservation in 1970 
was 95,000. 
Dissidents have raised a number of 
questions about: 
—A lack of accounting. Several 
tribal councilmen said the only 
financial data about the tribal 
government comes in news reports. 
—The $330,000 annual salary and 


fees received by the general counsel, 
George Vlassis of Phoenix. 
—The 
Navajo 
Housing 
and 
Development Enterprise, set up by the 
tribe to use federal money for reser­ 
vation housing construction, that went 
broke. It has asked $1.7 million in 
tribal funds to pay its bills. 
—The Navajo Arts and Crafts 
Enterprise, which markets Navajo- 
made jewelry and rugs. It recently 
closed its shop here for lack of funds. 
—A $13.3 million investment of 
federal funds earmarked for home 
construction with American Funding 
Corp., a Beverly Hills, Calif., in­ 
vestment firm now in receivership. 


About 350 Navajo men and women 
marched on Window Rock, the Navajo 
capital, earlier this week with a list of 
grievances against the MacDonald 
administration. They asked ap­ 
pertinent of a blue-ribbon panel to 
delve into tribal finances. They also 
sought reorganization of the tribal 
government. 


The council agreed by a twovote 
margin to consider the protest during 
its current spring session. 
One of the strongest complaints was 
about a lack of accounting. The last 
audit of tribal books, by Ernst 8t Ernst, 
was in 1972. It said: 
“ Of $406.9 million 
in 
identified 
revenues, goods and services, only $45 
million was being accounted for within 
the existing financial reporting system 
of the tribe as of June 30, 1972.” 


than a standby. He reeled off a long list 
of national ills which he laid at the 
doorstep of the Republican ad­ 
ministration. "Seven sad years of the 
Nixon-Ford team have been more than 
enough,” he said. 
The senator hit particularly hard at 
the administration for the nation’s still 
sluggish economy and unemployment 
rate. "In the last three years, the 
Nixon-Ford team has been able to 
increase employment by barely one 
million jobs...they managed to push 
the official unemployment rate to an 
8.5 per cent average in 1975,” he said, 
adding that it stood at only 3.6 per cent 
in 1968. 
"The Nixon-Ford team has laid 
waste to the American economy with 
its 19th Century economic thinking,” 
he said. 
Today, Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller planned to address the 
Queen City Club and a private, fund­ 
raiser for President Ford during a 
four-hour visit to Cincinnati. He’ll 
arrive about 5 p.m. 
The President’s son, Jack Ford, 
makes his first visit to Ohio during a 
whirlwind tour that takes him from 
Piqua in the southwest section of the 
state to Canton in the northeast. 
He’ll talk primarily with students at 
the Upper Valley Vocational School, 
Bowling Green State University, Ohio 
State University and then open 
campaign headquarters for his father 
in Mansfield. 
He’ll visit a reception of the Ohio 
Republican Women’s Federation in 
Carton before calling it a night. The 
following morning he’ll open President 
Ford's campaign headquarters in that 
city, where his Republican opponent, 
Ronald Reagan, has his campaign 
headquarters for the state. 
Another Ford supporter was in Ohio 
Wednesday night. Rogers C.B. Morton, 
the Ford national campaign manager, 
spoke in Columbus to Republican 
delegates and alternates pledged to 
Ford. 
" I think that the President’s position 
has been regained,” Morton told 
reporters. Ford defeated opponent 
Ronald Reagan in two primaries on 
Tuesday after losing to the former 
California governor in a half-dozen 
other elections earlier in the month. 
"It is apparent in this campaign 
there is a swing back and forth. The 
President’s campaign has regained its 
momentum. 
And then Morton predicted: “ The 
President will surge ahead steadily.” 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown 
said Wednesday there may be a record 
turnout for the primary. The an­ 
ticipated large number of voters 
prompted Brown to warn that persons 
ineligible to vote or who vote more 
than once will be prosecuted. 
Presidential contender Morris Udall 
of Arizona promised to come "roaring 
into Ohio” to campaign for the June 8 
prim ary during an airport news 
conference in Cleveland Wednesday. 
He was between flights from Michigan 
to Kentucky, site of the next primary. 
In Ohio, he says voters will show 
disillusionment with Jimmy Carter on 
June 8 and possibly give Udall a long­ 
awaited primary victory. 
Udall called Ohio the key state in his 
drive to block a Carter nomination in 
the Democratic national convention. 
He said that his narrow loss to Carter 
in the Michigan primary has rein­ 
tensified his belief that when he is 
pitted “ one-on-one” with Carter, 
voters will reject the former Georgia 
governor’s "smile and promise” cam­ 
paign.

About 3,500 residents qualify for the 
bivalent vaccine, a combination of 
Victoria type A and New Jersey type A 
serum. It will be given only to persons 
65 years of age and older or those 
persons with debilitating illnesses. 
The other 37,000 county residents 
will receive monovalent serum, which 
has been designed to stop or lessen the 
affects of New Jersey type A influenza. 
The eligible population may not in­ 
clude early school-age and younger 
children. Lower age limits will not be 
known for two months. 
Prelim inary plans call for the 
bivalent serum to be distributed by 
individual doses after July I. 
The monovalent serum will be 
distributed after September, probably 
in a four-day mass immunization clinic 
at sites throughout the county. 
Final location of the clines and times 
will be announced later, Kahanek said, 
although efforts will be made to attract 
the highest percentage of the county 
population as possible. 
Individual doses w ill be made 
available to persons unable to attend 
the clinics, and the health department 
has the responsibility to distribute both 
types of serum to local physicians and 
agencies or industrial concerns with 
their own medical staffs. 
Immunizations are not mandatory, 
Kahanek said. But persons are en­ 
couraged to participate by the implied 
seriousness of the New Jersey flu, 
which is expected to reach epidemic 
proportions. 
Influenza is a respiratory disease 
caused by a virus. There are two main 
types, A and B, and each includes 
various strains. Type A strains 
generally are more severe and 
frequent. 
The virus-causing influenza in man 
is constantly changing in minor 
degrees. Once every IO years or so the 
change is more dramatic, causing 
extensive outbreaks such as the 
pandemic Asian flu of 1957 and the 
Hong Kong flu of 1968. 
The human influenza virus (New 


Jersey type A) 
was isolated 
in 
February during an outbreak of 
respiratory disease among recruits 
training at Ft. Dix, N.J. Although an 
influenza virus of swine has been 
known as the cause of illness in swine 
for many years, the Ft. Dix outbreak is 
the first known example in the United 
States since 1930, when person-to- 
person transmission was documented. 


As with other strains of influenza, 
there is no specific treatment. Science 
has, however, come up with the ability 
to significantly blunt the impact of the 
disease. Vaccines, not available 
during the epidemic of 1918, are now an 
effective way to prevent the disease. 
However, 
the 
problems 
of 
distributing the vaccine to 200 million 
Americans are enormous. The nation 
has never attempted an immunization 
plan with such scope and intensity. 
It requires a major effort by the 
public and private sectors. Essen­ 
tially, the plan relies on federal 
government’s purchasing power, 
technical leadership, and coordination 
through the Center of Disease Control. 
In order to reach the population once 
the vaccine is developed, plans have 
been formulated to employ "guns” 
instead of needles and syringes for 
massive sweep-type ^inoculations. 
The Ohio Department of Health has 
about IOO jet injector guns available 
for 
the 
mass 
distribution 
of 
monovalent serum. One gun can 
replace 15 personnel, they claim. 
The guns will be available to the 
county department, but there use will 
be dependent on a schedule im­ 
plemented by the ODH. ODH per­ 
sonnel will train volunteers in the 
operation of the guns. 


Greg Clapper, southeast area 
coordinator, is the ODH supervisor 
responsible for Pickaway County. He 
met recently with Leo Kahanek and 
members of the Health Department 
staff to discuss details of the program. 
Further operational plans are ex­ 
pected to be announced at Tuesday’s 
meeting of the Pickaway County 
Roard of Health.

NEW YORK (AP) — A round-trip 
ticket from here to london on a 
regularly 
scheduled 
com m ercial 
airliner costs between $666 and $806, 
depending on the time of year. A char­ 
ter flight might cost as little as $250. 
It is because of this vast price dif­ 
ferential that so many Americans are 
expected to travel by charter this year. 
About 4.5 million passengers went that 
way in 1974, and 5.5 million in 1975. 
This year, with the additional im­ 
petus of a recovering economy and a 
regulatory change, some charter flight 
officials are predicting the number of 
passengers will grow to nearly nine 
million. 
Henry 
Huff, 
president 
of 
Trans 
International Airlines estimates that 
25 per cent of all transatlantic air 
travel this summer will be by charter 
flights, compared to about 5 per cent a 
decade ago. 
"Charter tours are cheaper than 
individual travel because they operate 
on the basic economic principle that 
wholesale is cheaper than retail," said 
Huff, whose com pany, based in 
Oakland, Calif., is the largest in the 
business. 
The 
new 
ruling 
by 
the 
Civil 
Aeronautics Board now makes charter 
flights available to many millions of 
Americans who once were barred by 
government restrictions. 
In the past a vacationer needed to 
belong to a "nontravel" organization. 
Now the tours are open to almost any­ 
one who has the cash, because the CAB 
has created a new group tour called 
the one-stop charter, or OTC. 
To take part in an OTC flight to a 
foreign country an individual merely 


signs up through a travel agent at least 
30 days before departure and agrees to 
spend at least $15 a day on hotel ac­ 
commodations. 
Cutoff on domestic 
flights is 15 days. 
A tour operator, who is in effect an 
independent 
trav el 
w holesaler, 
"rents” an entire aircraft for a flight 
or 
series of 
flights 
to 
a 
tourist 
destination. At the same time he books 
a large number of rooms in one or 
several hotels. He then marks up a 
‘travel package” which is sold to the 
public through retail travel agents, of 
whom there are about 12,000 in the 
United States. In many instances the 
package includes meals, sightseeing 
and other services. 
In most instances almost every seat 
on the charter plane is sold, compared 
with only about 50 per cent of seats on 
scheduled flights, thus making them 
economically 
more 
efficient. 
Bulk 
purchasing of meals and rooms does 
the rest. 
As a result, Huff says, a 12-day tour 
to Hong Kong from East Coast cities, 
including 
round-trip 
air 
tran ­ 
sportation, accom m odations at a 
luxury hotel, breakfasts and sight­ 
seeing, 
costs 
$699. 
An 
individual 
traveling alone might pay $1, 600 for 
air fare alone. 
Meals 
and 
in-flight

charter flights are about the same as 
those offered in economy class on 
scheduled service. The types of hotels 
vary, depending on the cost of the tour. 
One of the biggest drawbacks is the 
lack of flexibility, since members of 
the group flight must leave and return 
on specified dates, thus preventing 
changes of plane en route.

TV was conceived in 1884, but not 
available until 1947; photography was 
conceived in 1782, but the box camera 
didn't come out till 1838; and it took 30 
years for the zipper to pass from the 
inventor’s brain to the public’s pants 
and skirts. 
History shows that technology is 
often far ahead of economic reality. 
Thus it is that one of Rosen’s future 
facts — a "tubecraft” subway system, 
which could shoot passengers through 
airless tunnels underground at a speed 
of 
14,000 
mph 
— 
is 
unlikely 
to 
materialize in our 
lifetime. 
Rand 
Corporation conceived this VHST 
(Very High Speed Transit) System, 
capable of carrying passengers be­ 
tween New York and Ix>s Angeles in 21 
minutes, but admits that the first step, 
the central corridor of the system, 
would alone cost $90 billion; 
and 
today’s cities can’t afford to maintain 
their old transit systems, much less 
contribute to a new one. 
On the other hand, many of Rosen’s 
hundreds of dramatic predictions are 
relatively inexpensive, and could be 
available quite soon. . . 
Three-DTV, instant modular homes, 
ultrasonic dishwashers, solar stoves, 
"electric aspirin,” plastic cars and 
flying trains, synthetic blood, food 
from oil, garlic insecticides, nuclear- 
powered hearts. These, and others, are 
likely innovations in our lifetimes. But 
no robot-of-all-work for mother. 
Apparently, in this computerized 
dream world, Monster Marie was too 
risky an invention for technologists, 
who now sense what Rodgers, Ham- 
merstein and even liberated wives and 
mothers always have known: there is 
nothing like a dame.

Speaking Of Your Health

I am about to retire at 62.1 have had 
mild asthmatic attacks for most of my 
life. Is there any special climate that I 
could move to where the chances of 
asthma are less than in the large city 
where I live? 
Mr. N. J. V., Penn. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
F ar too many people with asthm a, 
chronic 
bronchitis and mild heart 
conditions make a sudden, drastic 
move to a "special climate” in order to 
find relief from their problems. 
The upheaval of moving away from 
the immediacy of family and friends 
can be emotionally disturbing. It is a 
great disappointment when such a 
move 
is 
made 
and the expected 
physical comfort is not found in the 
new environment. 
It is true that sufferers from asthma 
may find some relief in dry climates. 
Yet, anyone who contemplates such an 
important move should first try living 
in the new area to test out its beneficial 
value. Only in this way can the possible 
disappointment of such a change be 
avoided. 


Would it come as a surpirse to you to 
know that many teenage girls take 
water pills to lose weight? I was 
shocked to learn that my own 15-year- 
old daughter and two of her friends are 
taking these pills. Is there no way to 
control their buying them? 
Mrs. J. F ., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. F .: 
It does not come as a surprise to me. 
The trouble that these young people 
can get into by “ buying and trading” 
pills is well known to doctors. 
lid me immediately state that it is 


incorrect to believe that water pills 
can substitute for a sensible, well- 
regulated low calorie diet. 
Such diuretic pills ("w ater pills” ) 
can cause a temporary loss of weight 
by the release of fluid from the body 
tissues. But as soon as the water is 
replenished, the weight returns. 
Unfortunately, many of these drugs 
can, for a price, be purchased illegally, 
and then surreptitiously 
sold and 
traded among these young people who 
do not understand the potential harm. 
Diuretics taken for special reasons, 
under the supervision of the doctor, 
are safe. Promiscuous use of these 
drugs by foolhardy youngsters can 
only be counterbalanced by 
open 
discussion among parents, doctors, 
teachers and child.

Ford No Stranger To Buckeyes 
O h io M in e

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Gerald 
R. Ford, the first person ever to 
become President without facing the 
national electorate, is no stranger to 
Ohio. 
The former University of Michigan 
football player, who was House 
minority leader while in Congress, 
stopped often in Ohio after he was ap­ 
pointed vice president on Dec. 6, 1973. 
He has visited infrequently since 
becoming President on Aug. 9, 1974. 
But more visits are expected before 
Ohio’s June 8 presidential primary. 
Ford, 62, is locked in a struggle with 
former California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
for the Republican nomination. Ohio’s 
97 Republican convention delegates 


could be a key factor in that race. 
Although Ford has been President 
for less than two years, he claims 
significant accomplishments in office. 
A fiscal conservative, the President 
says his limits on federal spending- 
enforced through the presidential 
veto— combined with tax cuts for indi­ 
viduals have helped start the country 
away from the cycle of recession- 
inflation. 
“ My first objective is to have sound 
economic growth without inflation,” 
Ford said in his State of the Union 
address. “ The government must stop 
spending so much and borrowing so 
much of our money; more money must 
remain in private hands where it will 
Harmless Wasps 
To 'Invade' Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - When the 
scientists release their wasps next 
month, it will be an invasion Ohioans 
won’t have to worry about. 
That’s because the wasps can’t sting 
and have been bred for the unique 
purpose of protecting cropland. 
The wasps will be delivered to 
fanners throughout the state in June, 
as part of a program to establish a 
natural means of controlling the oat 
leaf beetle, a pest that destroys oats. 
The tiny wasps are incapable of 
stinging people, but are able to protect 
crops by eating the eggs and larvae of 
the oat leaf beetle, said Dr. B.D. Blair, 
an entomologist at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
And farmers who would otherwise 
spend a lot of money on pesticides to 
kill the beetles know that’s good. 
“ The beetles have not been a severe 
problem in most of the state, but they 
have been a problem in Coshocton and 
other eastern counties,” Blair said. 
“ It’s a big problem to the guy who has 
to control it.” 
Actually the wasp program is only 
one of several practiced by scientists 
in Ohio and other states to develop 
natural parasites to replace the need 


for chemical pesticides. 
Blair said wasp parasites were first 
released in Ohio in the early 1960’s, 
after a severe infestation of the alfalfa 
weevil. Blair said the wasps have been 
so successful that weevils are ceasing 
to 
be 
a 
problem 
and 
farmers 
sometimes don’t have to spray their 
alfalfa fields for several years. 
“ If you had to prove in a court of law 
that the wasps do the job, you'd be up 
the creek,” said Blair. “ But we 
remember when they 
(w eevils) 
destroyed every field every year. 
That’s all the proof we need.” 
Blair said use of the natural controls 
cuts down on the cost of production and 
ultimately makes it cheaper to raise 
crops. The parasites do the same work 
that chemicals do, but they do it for 
free. 
They also are preferable from an 
environmental point of view, he said. 
“ If weather conditions favor the 
wasp and don’t favor the pest, en­ 
vironmental problems that may have 
been created can be avoided," Blair 
said. “ And since farmers can keep 
down the cost of production, the 
consumer is the guy that ultimately 
reaps the benefit.”

In foreign affairs, the President has 
continued the Nixon policies of detente 
toward the Soviet Union and China, al­ 
though he has banished the word 
“ detente” and says he prefers “ peace 
through strength.” He has continued 
nuclear arms limitation talks with the 
Soviet Union. 
In the Middle East, Ford says that 
“ The key elements for peace...now 
exist.” He has promoted continuing 
negotiations among the Middle East 
countries. 
On the Panama Canal, which has 
become an issue of the campaign, Ford 
has maintained that a new treaty for 
use of the canal is essential, including 
the guarantee of eventual Panamanian 
sovereignty. 
Ford said last month in Texas that 
ending the talks, which were begun in 
1964, “ would jeopardize the utilization 
of the canal, would undoubtedly lead to 
one or more incidents very much more 
bloody than the one that happened in 
1964 and would turn most of Latin 
America if not all of Latin America 
against the United States..,. 
“ We are talking about a treaty with 
an extended duration.... We are going 
to insist, during the period of that 
treaty, that we have the right to oper­ 
ate, to maintain and defend it,” Ford 
said. At the end of the treaty, “there 
would be right of free access by all 
parties to the utilization of the canal.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio is 
long overdue for a deep mine disaster, 
a state .safety official has advised 
legislators considering a bill to 
upgrade a 35-year-old mine safety law. 
“ We’ve been fortunate in the last 27 
years,” mine rescue Supt. Fred 
Gaskins told a Senate committee 
Tuesday. “ We’re going to have these 
fatalities. We’re way, long overdue.” 
One miner was killed underground 
this year, continuing a relatively low 
fatality rate in Ohio since the early 
1950s. Twelve miners lost their lives 
underground in 1953 and 23 perished in 
1951, according to the division of 
mines. 
From 1940 to 1950, 548 deep mine 
deaths were recorded. The death rate 
tapered off to 91 between 1950 and 1960, 
56 between then and 1970, and 23 over 
the first six years of this decade. 
Gaskins said more and better state 
mine inspectors were needed to en­ 
force safety rules. 
“ It’s laying in your fellas’ laps to get 
us good men, experienced men,” he 
told the Senate Energy and Environ­ 
ment Committee. “ We can’t get them 
off the streets.” 
The mine division has been unable to 
attract its full allotment of 26 in­ 
spectors, largely because of the $14,000 
annual base pay scale, officials say. 
The bill, approved 98-0 last month by 
the House, would increase the com­ 
plement of state inspectors to 30 and 
establish a $17,000 pay scale for some 
positions.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Friction dust 
produced by the ingestion of birds 
caused engine failure in the crash of an 
Overseas National Airways plane at 
Kennedy International Airport last 
November, two General Electric 
engineers testified Wednesday. 
The National Transportation Safety 
Board (NTSB) conducted hearings on 
the crash here Tuesday and Wed­ 
nesday. 
The plane crashed shortly after 
takeoff, but the 139 passengers aboard 
were evacuated before the airliner 
exploded. 
Irwin Mendelson, manager of GE’s 
CFS engine division, said the company 
has determined the problem of the 
engines overheating stemmed from a 
phenolic resin material that shrouds 
the interior of the engine. 
Mendelson said GE is now replacing 
the 
shrouds 
with 
honeycombed 
aluminum. 
GE engineer James W. Tucker said 
the ingestion of the birds produced 
friction, permitting resin to enter the 
engine’s interior. 
The result 
was 
overheating, 
which led to engine 
failure. 
Rudy Kapustan, NTSB hearing 
officer, said at the conclusion of 
testimony here that the investigation 
into the crash remains open. 
Tucker said the engine manu­ 
facturer’s conclusions were based on 
new tests duplicating the conditions of 
the engines at the time of the crash.

Carl Yastrzemski has played more 
games than any other man wearing 
Boston’s red sox but that doesn’t mean 
he’s slowing down. 
Yastrzemski, the man with the 
marathon name, set a longevity mark 
Tuesday night by playing in his 2,293rd 
game, surpassing the record held by 
Ted Williams. 
If you think that game was one to 
remember, then what about No. 2,294? 
The 36-year-old Boston slugger 
slammed three home runs Wednesday 
night to power the Red Sox to a 9-2 
victory over the Detroit Tigers. Yastr­ 
zemski, now in his 16th year in the 
major leagues, had never hit three 
homers in one game before. 
In fact, he hadn’t hit three homers 
this season and was batting .198 en­ 
tering Wednesday night’s gam e, 
embarrasing figures for a lifetime .291 
hitter.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
legislature's two finance chairmen 
have introduced identical $138.5 
million supplemental appropriations 
bills to finance welfare programs next 
fiscal year and help Ohio’s bid to at­ 
tract foreign auto production plants. 


Also included in the legislation, 
introduced Tuesday at skeleton 
sessions of the Senate and House, was 
a $5 million outlay to help ease funding 
difficulties of the instructional grants 
program for needy college students. 


House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said he expects the 
bill to be approved 
when the 
legislature returns June 9 for a three- 
day clean-up session. Hearings are 
expected to get under way in advance 
of the lawmakers' return in the House 
Finance Committee, under Chairman 
Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-88 Boumeville. 
Most of the money contained in the 
m easure—$128.5 
million—is 
for 
welfare programs in the second year of 
the fiscal biennium which starts July 1. 
Those funds are being carried over 
from the current year as a result of an 
earlier line item veto by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes in the 1975-1977 budget bill. 


Riffe said no new funds are provided 
to ease the current Medicaid payment 
crisis in the welfare department, but 
could be added by amendment later if 
they can be found. A joint committee 
still is looking into fund shortages 
estimated by the department at more 
than $40 million, Riffe pointed out. 
Crim inal Record 
Erasure U rg e d 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Council of Churches says it supports 
provisions that would erase the 
criminal records of juveniles after two 
years. 
The council’s general board voted to 
support mandatory expungement of 
juvenile records, acting on the belief 
that forgiveness should be a factor in 
the criminal justice system. 


The 
council’s

board, 
representing 86 denominations, also 
voted to continue supporting the 
purpose and work of the United 
Nations and to support negotiations 
toward a treaty that would permit 
Panama to recover control of the 
Canal Zone.

turn could apply to the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Economic and Community 
Development for available funds. 
Sponsors of the legislation said that 


approach was agreed upon to get 
around feared constitutional problems 
in granting public funds to a private 
corporation. 
Rhodes first requested the $5 million 
with the idea it could be used to 
refurbish the old World War II tank 
factory at Brook Park into a facility 
suitable for Volkswagen. The governor 
said the Volkswagen plant would 
employ 5,000 persons to start and 
possibly trigger jobs for as many as 
15,000 later on.

In Jerusalem 
W ith Rocks 


JERUSAIJEM 
I AP)—Arab-Israeli 
feuding has flared anew in East 
Jerusalem , spreading to civilian 
confrontations with Jewish students 
led by a militant U.S. rabbi battling 
Arab youths with rocks and clubs. 
The clash Wednesday at Je­ 
rusalem’s Hebrew University left four 
Jews and two Arabs injured, Hadassah 
Hospital said. 
An uneasy calm was reported out­ 
side Jerusalem in the occupied West 
Bank after three days of riots in which 
three Arabs were killed by Israeli se­ 
curity forces. Tight curfews were 
imposed by the military in several 
towns in the area where 16 Arabs have 
been killed since February. 
Fighting at the university broke out 
when right-wing Jewish students led 
by Rabbi Meir Kahane began a 
counter-demonstration to 150 Israeli 
Arab students who were protesting 
Israel’s Arab policies, police said. 
Kahane heads the radical, New 
York-based Jewish Defense League. 
Officials said the two groups hurled 
rocks and insults at each other and 
when the Arabs raised posters 
depicting the slain Arabs, the Jewish 
students rushed forward with clubs. 
The military command reported 
soldiers sprayed tear gas on a group of 
demonstrators in East Jerusalem and 
Arab youths threw stones at a passing 
patrol in Jenin. 
Kahane told reporters after the clash 
at the university that the only solution 
was to transfer all the Arabs “out of 
this country and liberated Arab lands” 
to other Arab states. Israel annexed 
the eastern part of Jerusalem, which 
formerly was ruled by Jordan, after 
the 1967 war.

When he completes his nursing 
training at Hocking Tech, Warden 
intends to complete his bachelor’s 
degree and then set his sights on a 
master’s degree and eventually Ph.D., 
all in the field of nursing or nursing 
education. 
His previous training and experience 
includes three years as 
a 
car­ 
diovascular technician in the U.S. 
Army, two years as an open heart 
technician at the Medical College of 
Virginia in Richmond and a year’s 
training as a licensed practical nurse. 
As long as he can remember, 
Warden says he has wanted to be a 
nurse. And being a male in what is 
usually considered a female profession 
has given him a special insight into 
bigotry. 
As one of the first males to become a 
licensed practical nurse in Virginia, 
Warden says he had to “take a lot of 
razzing” and was very much aware 
that, as a male in nursing, he had to 
“have something extra because people 
are watching you.” 
“It’s people’s rights,” he says of the 
women’s lib and racial equality 
movements. 
“ I 
don’t 
relate 
discrimination to sex or color. People’s 
rights have always been important to 
me,” he says, recalling that he mar­ 
ched for those rights in Selma, Ala., in 
1961. 
Such convictions influence his 
professional services, too, which are, 
according to his citation, “charac­ 
terized by a high sense of integrity, 
duty and compassion.” 
And because people as human beings 
are so important to him, no matter how 
far he goes with his education he vows 
that he will always be involved with 
patient care, particularly in some kind 
of emergency care. “That’s my bag.” 


Kissinger 
Influence 
Fading? 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — Concern 
about Henry A. Kissinger’s campaign- 
weakened effectiveness as a diplomat 
clouded today’s opening of a North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization ministerial 
meeting here. 
A senior U.S. official admitted to 
reporters during the secretary of 
state’s flight from Washington on 
Wednesday that the U.S presidential 
election campaign had slowed Kissin­ 
ger’s diplomatic initiatives, par­ 
ticularly toward the Russians. 
He said European officials think that 
campaign attacks on Kissinger by 
President Ford’s opponents may have 
weakened the secretary’s ability to 
carry out policy. 


But the official said Kissinger will 
keep U.S. foreign policy on a steady 
course. 
He added that the significance of 
Kissinger’s stated desire to retire by 
January has been overblown, since the 
secretary had said months ago that he 
felt eight years in office was enough. 
Former President Richard M. Nixon 
made Kissinger head of the National 
Security Council in 1969 and secretary 
of state in 1973. 
Kissinger arranged a meeting today 
with Greek Foreign Minister Dimitri 
Bitsios to discuss Cyprus and was to 
meet later with Turkish Foreign 
Minister Ishan Caglayangil. 
But the senior American official said 
Kissinger didn’t expect much progress 
because both sides have submitted 
unacceptable proposals. 
Ford Prods 
Rhodesia 
O n Blacks 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration is stepping up its ef­ 
forts to prod Rhodesian President Ian 
Smith into negotiations for a peaceful 
takeover by the African nation’s black 
majority. 
The 
administration 
has 
been 
working 
through 
African 
and 
European countries in its indirect 
contacts with the Rhodesian govern­ 
ment. Talks between Smith and 
President Ford have been all but ruled 
out. 
Meanwhile, the White House has 
reached a tentative decision not to step 
up pressure on Congress now for an 
immediate vote to nullify the Byrd 
amendment, which permits the import 
of chrome from Rhodesia in defiance 
of a United Nations embargo. 
“It’s a very emotional issue and 
we’re not sure we have the votes,” said 
one official, denying at the same time 
that politics are a consideration in 
shaping U.S. policy toward southern 
Africa. 
Ronald Reagan, battling Ford for 
the GOP presidential nomination, has 
criticized the administration’s pledge 
to support black rule in Rhodesia as 
misdirected and possibly as an en­ 
couragement to violence. 
On the other hand, to many black 
African nations, initially skeptical of 
the administration’s new support for 
the black majority movement in 
southern Africa, the intensity of the 
campaign against the Byrd amend­ 
ment is a pivotal test of U.S. resolve.

Brown: New Face, New Politics? 


SACRAM ENTO, Calif. (A P I - 
Jerry Brown has been a political mix 
of liberal and conservative in 16 
months as California governor. He has 
made few .sweeping changes in state 
government, but he has made an 
impact in areas ranging from sex laws 
to education spending.

viewed as representing the best or the 
worst of the “ new politics” in the 
United States.

He talks a lot about 
"lowered expectations” and limits on 
what government can do for people. “ I 
see nothing wrong with a creative 
pause,” he says.

Provocative, flashy, bright, 
Concorde Landings 
O K d By Courts 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A federal 
appeals court decision 
apparently 
clears the way for the controversial 
supersonic Concorde jet to start 
scheduled flights from london and 
Paris to Washington on Monday. 
Tile decision also has provided new 
legal ammunition for Concorde's 
lawyers in their upcoming battles with 
the Port Authority of New York-New 
Jersey, which has banned the French- 
British plane from landing at John F. 
Kennedy Airport for six months. 
The three-judge panel Wednesday 
refused to overturn the Feb. 4 decision 
by Transportation Secretary William 
T. Coleman Jr. that allowed Air 
France and British Airways to operate 
limited Concorde flights into two U.S. 
airports for up to 16 months. 
“ This court is in agreement with the 
secretary that in the circumstances of 
this case, his order for such a trial 
period is within his authority and com­ 
petence and is not 
arbitrary or 
capricious or otherwise in violation of 
law," the judges ruled after hearing 
more 
than 
two 
hours 
of 
legal 
arguments 
from 
attorneys 
representing various sides in the 
dispute. 
The ruling was a setback to en­ 
vironmental groups which had hoped 
the court would overturn Coleman’s 
ruling allowing the two airlines each to 
offer two daily flights into Kennedy 
and one daily flight into Washington’s 
Dulles International Airport during the 
test period. 
An attorney for the Environmental 
Defense Fund, which brought the suit 
against Coleman's order, said his 
organization planned to ask the full 
appeals court to review the ruling but 
said the petition probably would not be 
filed in time to halt the first flights. 
Both Air France and British Airways 
plan to start Concorde service Monday 
with the planes landing at Dulles 
within minutes of each other. 
The airlines originally had hoped to 


start their service to New York first, 
but the Port Authority ban there forced 
those flights to be suspended in­ 
definitely. The airlines currently are 
challenging the Kennedy ban in a 
district court in New York. 
Fairfax County, Va., which contains 
part of Dulles, also has passed a local 
ordinance banning the Concorde from 
that airport. A spokesman for the 
county said Wednesday there had been 
no decision on how the law could be 
enforced. Dulles is owned by the 
federal government.

anti-big government, young, on the 
move, moving up. 
But his foes say he has implemented 
a “ politics of drift” in California since 
he took over from GOP presidential 
contender Ronald Reagan. They find 
him ambitious, cold, shallow, sanc­ 
timonious. 
Much of the debate centers on the 
record of this tall, thin, animated 
politician who often tells reporters 
about his 16-hour-a-day, six-day work 
week and calls campaigning his idea of 
“ a perfect day.” 
Brown, a former seminarian who is 
fond 
of 
Biblical 
quotes 
and 
philosophical 
dialogue, 
doesn't 
do 
much to clarify his record. He says he 
is not a sixpoint program man. 


Brown’s stance — offering more 
questions than answers — gives fuel to 
his critics. But he has retained his 
unprecedented high in popularity 
polls. 
Brown, the son of former California 
Gov. Edmund G. “ Pat” Brown, has 
taken a conservative tack on several 
grounds: keeping a no-newtaxes 
pledge and signing bills imposing 
mandatory prison terms for heroin 
pushers and for the use of a gun in the 
commission of some crimes. 
The state budget, now $11.8 billion, 
increased by 10.6 per cent in Brown’s 
first year in office. That compares to 
an average annual increase of 12.2 per 
cent in the Reagan years. Brown 
worked with legislators last year to cut 
a proposed school finance bill from 
$220 to $115 million, then used his veto 
power to cut another $27 million. His 
finance department officials have 
testified against proposed spending 
increases for other social services, 
including Medi-Cal. 


At the same time, he signed a bill 
sought by liberals abolishing a $40 
million annual oil depletion allowance 
for major oil companies. He issued an 
executive order forbidding state- 
chartered savings and loan as­ 
sociations from redlining ghetto areas 
and denying loans to the poor or 
members of minority groups. 
He also pushed for a constitutional 
amendment, now on the June 8 ballot, 
which would make it possible to in­ 
crease bank and corporation taxes on a 
m ajority rather than two-thirds 
legislative vote. And he signed bills 
liberalizing marijuana penalties and 
repealing sex laws used against 
homosexuals.
